SAYS RAILWAYS FAIL TO PAY 
FOR ALL CITY WATER USED. 


Deputy Commissioner Redieske Scents 
Extensive Frauds in Terminal Yards 
and Begins an Investigation. 


An extensive investigation of the use of 

city water by rallroads hag been undertaken 

by Deputy Commissioner Redieske of the 
artment of public works. 

The railroads running into Chicago are 
among the largest consumers of water in the 
city, They mefntain large tanks at dif- 
ferent points along tir right of way, from 
which engines for thru ugh traffic and Switch- 
ing purposes are supplied. Some of the roads 
maintain private pumping works, but the 
water comes from city mains. 

One complaint made to the commissioner's 
office was that a certain railroad was cup- 
plying its engines from four standpipes, none 
of which wae connected with a meter. Twen- 
ty-five engines, it was stated, were being 
supplied daily with 800 gallons each from 
these pipes. The report is being investigated.

Says America’s Fortunes Are Waning;

PARIS, April 20.—Prince Helie de Sagan 
left for Italy tonight by the 10:30 Turin ex- 
press.

Kohlrubi Easily Tano 


A vegetable that is comperatively little 
known in America, but which is easily culti- 
. is the kohlrabi. 

t partakes of the nature of the cabbage 
and the turnip and is often used as a sub- 
stitute for the latter The plant is hardy, 
often enduring severe frosts and also resist- 
ing drouth. The upper part of the stem swel.s 
into à large, fleshy head above the ground. 
The edible part ranges from the, size of an 
orange to the size of a man's head. Its flavor 
resembles both the turnip and cabbage. It 
can de stored away in winter like turnips. 

Kohlrabi is best for the table when about 
the sige of a cocoanut. It is then tender and 
of fine flavor, but when it becomes larger it is 
tough and stringy. In cooking the vegetable 
it is sliced and boiled until it becomes soft, 
when it may be served like turnips. 

The plant grows best in deep rich soll and 

early use the seed should be sown as early 
as ble outdoors. When the plants 
are three or four inches high they are trans- 
planted into rows two feet apart, a foot apart 
in the row. For a late crop seed should de 
sown early in May and aziother sowing made 
a month later.

„Father of 3 Baseball” Succumbs 
at Home in Brooklyn. 


PNEUMONIA ATTACK FATAL. 


Many Years Spent as Reporter for 
National Game. 


New York, April 20.—[Spectal.)}—Henry 
Ohadwick, Nestor of baseball reporters, aleo 
the earliest to pursue that occupation, died 
at his home, 840 Halsey street, Brooklyn, at 
12:45 o'clock this afternoon. He was 88 
years old. He had been ill of pneumonia, and 
Saturday night suffered an attack of heart 
failure from which the physician in attend- 
ance, Dr. Arnold W. Catlin, said he could not 
rally. He wag unconscious at the time of 
hip death, which took place in the presence 
of hie two daughters, Mrs. Thomas F. Ni- 
dridge of Sag Harbor and Mrs. WilNam C. 
Edwards of Brooklyn Mrs. Chadwick, who 
had aided in nursing him, had momentarily 
left the sick room. 

Interment will be made in a plot at Green- 
wood cemetery presented him some years 
ago by A. G. Spalding.
